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Jermyn cops give out warnings 


iSfobody caaclaim the Police Department 
in theliorough of Jermyn isn’t doing itsjob! 
This week it issued a warning ticket to one of 
its own officers. 

Over the past weekend almost 100 pink

Area trapper calls fox 
‘the smartest animal’ 


To Jeff Wallis, former Carbonaalean who 
now resides in Dundatf. the red lox is the 
“smartest animal in North America.” 

Jeff Wallis ought to know. 

He is a serious trapper. 

Wallis began hunting when he was 12. but 
he didn't start trapping until he was about 
19. A friend of his got him interested in 
muskrat trapping. 

Why muskrat trapping? 

Because they’re easy trapping. 

He then began reading up on the sport and 
heard and read that “fox were the ultimate' 
in trapping because they are the hardest to 
trap. 

Nothing for two years 

Taking up fox trapping was easier said 
than done. 

For the first two years he trapped with 
getting one. 

Then about four or five years ago. he 
started getting them 

There is a big price on fox, Wallis told the 
Carhondale Mirror. Red lox brings between 
$60 and $70 each and gray fox between $55 

and $60. 

That big price brings out many trappers 
who only do it few weeks a year for the 
money - or the anticipated big money lie 
explained. 

Since the red fox is. he considers, the 
smartest animal in North America, they are 
not easy game to trap. 

And trappers who don't take the proper 
precautions in trapping the animal max 
actually educate the fox. 

Those proper precautions include boiling 


the trap in a tree bark solution to remove the 
human scent and to put on a natural scent. 

I lien the tr^p has to be waxed to seal tl^e 
metal to keep it from oxidizing which the lox 
can smell and knows to stay away from. 

And finally. the trap has to be aired for 
two weeks. 

All the time the trap is handled with 
rubber gloves. 

A real science 


makes trapping beavers dangerous. 

Wallis related a story about the time he 
had beaver traps on an island. One night it 
rained and there was water on top of the ice 
he had been walking across. 

Walking through the water on top of the 
ice, Wallis suddenly found himself chest- 
deep in water. He was able to pull himself 
out. 

Following the capture of the animals, 
Wallis skins them, fleshes them, and puts 
their pelts on a wire stretcher. He then sells 
them to area buyers. 

Now before anyone thinks he is making 
money hands over fists, Wallis told the 
MIRROR. “If you figure your time, you’ll 
probably make a very low hourly wage.” 

Offers to speak 

There’s a lot of anti-trapping sentiment 
around, Wallis noted, so a couple of years 
ago. he began giving trapping speeches. 

Among the groups he has spoken to over 
the years are: Kiwanis Club, school groups, 
and the Carbondale News Club. 

While they may not agree with him when 
he starts, he feels that, at least, he gets to 
present his side. 

“It's really a necessity and not as cruel as 
people make it out to be.” Wallis said. 

“Their area to live is smaller and smaller,’’ 
he explained and because of this, they're 
dying senselessly — often from diseases. 

With trapping the animals are “harvested" 
under strict guidelines established by the 
Stale Game Commission. 

1 rapping is actually “a good thing and 
people slant it." against the trapper. Wallis 
continued. 

An example of this, he noted, is a photo of 
a bear trap with teeth holding a small 
animal. 

Teeth on the jaws of a trap were outlawed 
some years ago. he explained. 

Now leghold traps hold the game 
humanely until the trapper gets to check his 
traps. Then the animal is “dispatched.” 

And. by law. the trapper must check his 
traps every 30-36 hours. 

“A few guys will set a trap and won't check 
it for a few weeks.” he confessed. But these 
“trappers” are the exception who give the 
sport a bad name. 

“It’s a truly American heritage.” he added. 
” The beaver opened the West. The major 
highways to the west were once traplines." 

There’s more to Wallis's story. If you want 
to hear the rest, he'll be glad to tell it: to tell 
of the “only way a person can appreciate the 
outdoors." 


Out in the woods, the precautions 
continue 

The rubber gloves stay on. * 

I he ground around the trap has to be 
level. I he trap can't rock. I he area has to be 
camouflaged. 

Wallis explained that he can't touch his 
knees to the ground or brush against the 
surrounding landscape. I he fox owns a keen 
sense ol smell. 

In other words; to catch a fox is a real 
accomplishment. 

I he fox is not the only animal Wallis 
traps He also goes for racoon, muskrat, 
beaver, and mink. 

Mink' 

Wallis told the MIRROR that there are 
inink in the area. Few people see them 
because thex are elusixe. nocturnal animals. 
Yet they live as close as Salem Mountain. 

Beavers are dangerous 

Beaxer-trapping is dangerous. Wallis 
said. 

I he beaxer trapping season is mid- 
February to mid-March and that time of 
year has its thaws I hose thaws are what
